E**«x  County  Insane  Asylum. 

|  On  Friday,  the  27U»  ult  we  vlalteil  the 
E**ex  County  Inanne  Asylum,  situate.!  at 
the  comer  of  South  Orange  Avenue  and 
Uth  Street,  on  land  adjoining  Eairtn  .unt 
Ometsry.  The  A-y lum  ground*  ca  tajn 
nine  acre*,  four  of  which  are  occupie.1  by 
huildinga,  and  -five  are  devoted  to  agncul- 
tur&l  purp.ee*.  The  Asylum  proper  coo- 
«i«t*  of  a  four-story  b  ikiing  having 
frontage  of  'i*A>  feet  on  South  Orange  Av 
•Mine,  a  thrwe-eU.ry  wing  25*>  f*et  l«»ag 
running  parallel  witti  Uth  Street,  and 
four-story  rear  wing.  ‘M  fe**t  In  lei  gth 
running  parallel  with  the  main  hullning. 
In  addition  to  these  are  the  stable,  holler 
and  pump  hou»e,  coal  nhedo  anil  other 
neceaeary  buildings.  The  lawn  in  front  of 
the  main  building  is  enclosed  by  a  high 
ornamental  iron  fenc«!,  aupport.-l  hy  m*a- 
alve  b  own  stoue  pillars.  1  his  fence  serv 
the  purpoee  of  preveutlog  escape  Irotu 
within,  and  lutrusiou  from  without.  .As 
we  passed  through  the  gate  uid  followed 
the  path  leading  to  the  building*,  we  no- 
llued  men  at  work  uuuu  the  lawn  running 
a  lawn  mower  and  nsing  up  the  cut  grass. 
On  being  Inloi  incl  that  they  were  patients 
we  f.*ll  a  little  startled  at  Udng  thus 
denly  ushered  among  men  who,  according 
to  our  precomwived  Ideas  were  the  eni- 
bodiment  of  all  that  Is  horrible  ami  awful 
ah  Bums  put*  it,.  We  were  surprised  to  He* 
men  appHr»*ntly  enjoying  tiie  liberties  and 
privilege*  of  sgne  persona  and  b.  fia 
themselves  aei|ordingly.  To  »*•  in  har¬ 
mony  with  our  imaginuliou  these  should 
have  been  confine  t  in  strong  cell*  or  per1- 
tiancw  to  the  fipor  with  heavy  chains  and 
uttering  uneartihly  veil*.  A*  you 
the  hall  you  arej  ushered  into  the  receptiou 
riMitn.  A  glance  around  you  impresses 
you  with  the  harmonious  blending  of  twi 
essential  element*  necessary  h*  an  institu¬ 
tion  of  this  kin<).  substantial* lily  aud  at 
traclivoness.  Ijhere  is  a  total  absence  of 
hat  sombre,  dismal  aspect  usually  asso¬ 
ciated  with  institutions  of  this  natuie. 

It  was  our  good  fortune  to  find'  Df. 
Hinckley,  Kiipfeuintendent  of  the  asylum  in 
hia  office.  Coinecteil  with  the  institution 
is  the  Training  school,  where  students  are 
traiiusl  in  a  knowledge  of  everything  per¬ 
taining  to  the  duties  of  nur*os.  Lectures 
are  delivered  4y  competent  physicians 
and  surgeons  every  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday.  The  lectures  are  classed  in 
two  divisions,  the  first  at  eleven  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  the  other  at  four  o'clock  P.  M. 
on  each  lecture  day.  The  course  of  study 
for  this  year  will  consist  of  lectures  on 
anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  emergen¬ 
cies,  l.andagingj,  dressing  and  general 
rules.  A  student  must  pass  an  examina¬ 
tion  in  the  fir»t  year’s  course,  in  order  to 
be  admitted  to  tlpe  second. 

1  lie  subject  for  the  day,  was  poisons, 
such  as  acetate  of  lead,  ■  belladonna,  ar¬ 
senic,  morphine  and  other  drugs.  The 
H  nest  ions  propoupded  were  very  practical 
Students  were  required  t.o  state  instances 
in  which  these  medicines  were  to  he  used, 
the  quantity  necessary  for  a  dose,  the  ef¬ 
fects  upon  the  system  and  the  method  to 
he  pursued  in  cake  of  an  overdose  being 
given  or  purposely  taken.  After  the  lecT 
under  the  pcrsonul  escoit  of  the 
Superintendent,  we  proceeded  on  our'Vmr 
through  the  buildings.  The  first  ward 
wo  enloied  contained  about  twenty  women 
all  apparently  "(ell  advanced  in  years. 
There  was  nothing  remarkably  singular 
In  the  appearance  or  behavior  of  these 
women  with  the  exception  of  a  disposition 
to  childishness.  Passing  through  to  the 
next  ward,  we  saw  about  forty  women  of 
all  nationalities  and  colors,  sitting  on  a 
bench  extending  around  three  sides  of  the 
room.  •  here  ib  something  about  those 
women  that  almpst  sickens  you  to  look 
upon  them.  Here  you  ^ee  insanity  in  all 
it*  repulsive  features,  the  idiot,  the  inibc- 
ile  and  the  lunatic.  These,  as'Ylie  Supcr^ 
intendent  explained,  were  the  violent  case- 
who  required  constant  watching  and  at¬ 
tention.  Passing  through  other  wards  we 
saw  other  remale  patients  In  different 
stages  of  insanity.  As  yet  all  we  have 
•n  aYe.  what  arc  termed,  helpless  cases, 
wholly  dependent  on  the  attendants  for 
their  support.  The  general  appearance  of 
these  woman  was  a*  neat  as  it  was  possi¬ 
ble  to  expect,  when  it  is  considered  th  t 
some  of  them  exercise  no  taste  at  all  in 
this  respect.  T ho  surroundings  were  all 
bright  and  cheerful,  the  walls  and  floors 
>«rfectly  clear,  the  beds  clean  and  com- 
irtahle  to  all  appearances.  The  bed¬ 
steads  which  are  made  of  iron,  were  plac¬ 
ed  in  rows  extending  the  w  hole  length  of 
the  waid.  Passing  to  another  ward,  we 
found  a  different  s^ate  of  aflniis  ;  here  the 
patieuts,  who  are  dll  women,  have  rooms 
to  themselves,  llhese  arc  the  patients 
who  exercise  some  taste  In  dress  and  in 
tneir  surroundings,  keep  their  rooms  clean 
d  do  a  gieat  deal  or  the  work  in  at  rang¬ 
ing  it. 

At  the  entrance  to  each  room  all  along 
the  Corridor,  door  mats  are  placed.  1  ltese 
mats  are  the  work  «d  the  patients.  A  dis- 
>osilion  to  tear  their  clothes  sometimes 
lakes  posession  of  some  of  the  female 
patients.  These  were  clothed  in  a  garment 
made  of  stout  canvas  cloth  and  especially 
well  put  together.  One  woman  who  Hud 
recently  given  trouble  in  this  resjiect,  was 
clothed  in  one  of  these  garments;  the 
Superintendent  weill  up  to  her  and  called 
our  attention  to  the  special  adaptability 
of  ijie  dress.  White  there  wu-.  no  visible 
Indication  of  uiiyllnng  to  he  afraid  or, 
sharp  linger  nails  alnd  lerth,  and  a  marvel¬ 
ous  dexterity,  coupled  with  sudden  desire 
to  u-e  them,  were  closely  associated  in 
our  mind  with  erktzy  women ;  therefore 
we  did  not  com  a  ldo->e  inspection  nocos- 
sa*y . 

in  going  through  the  male  ward*  we  saw 
the  same arr.ui^eiiM  iit  of  p.itiei its ;  lue  in¬ 
digent,  the  violent  and  tlio-e  who  ores  im¬ 
ported  hy  friends.  In  one  of  these  wards 
a  man  "a*  pointeu  out  to  us  who  was  a 
prominen  citizen  of  B  ootnlield  thirty-five 
jears  ago.,  Ou  a  table  in  one  of  the  wards 
there  were  a  number  of  illustrated  papers 
w  meh  the  superintends  t  said  gave  great 
pleasure  to  the  patients.  A  small  black 
and  widte  kitten  was  running  around 
among  the  palioutst  with  wiiom  i  seemed 
to  be  on  very  friendly  teims  On  our  way 
to  another  part  of  the  building,  we  slopped 
to  take  a  view  of  the  garden  as  seen  from 
one  of  the  windows  It  is  laid  out  in 
plots  in  which  potatoes,  beans,  peas,  toma¬ 
toes.  ami  other  vegetables  were  growing 
ami  were  as  forw  nl  and  promising  in  ap- 
I*  arance,  as  those  to  he  found  in  any 
other  garden.  1  he  work  is  all  done  by 
the  patieuts  some  of  who  are  at  work  in 
the  field.  Again  oijr  homespun  ideas  con¬ 
cerning  the  propensities  of  me  insane  were 
•  oinpleteiy  upset.  It  they  had  cut  the 
plants  off  with  tbe  hoe,  and  left  the  weeds 
growing,  it  would  have  been  perfectly  con¬ 
sistent  with  our  expectations.  On  the 
contrary  they  went  about  their  work  iu  a 
perfectly  rational  manner.
